And What Have You

At the time this was being written 
on Monday it was still too early to 
know how we came out at the hearing 
in Austin last Thursday. The sub­ 
com m ittee 
will 
have 
to 
m eet, 
hopefully sometime this week, and 
come up with the bills as they will be 
presented to the Senate. From there 
they will go to the House and probably 
more hearings and then back to the 
Senate, 
if the House 
makes any 
changes. 
The 
legislative 
process 
in 
this 
democracy of ours is at best a slow 
moving giant. 
Since I have no idea as to how the 
subcommittee is going to report out 
our bill—especially since one of the 
three members of the committee did 
not attend the hearing—I will just 
confine my remarks to a few' ob­ 
servations made during the trip to 
Austin. 
About the first thing that struck us 
was the fact that we were not going to 
get the impartial hearing that we 
were led to believe we would get. If 
Senator 
A. 
B. 
Schwartz did 
not 
already have his mind made up 
before the hearing, it surly did not 
take him long to arrive at a decision. 
And this was apparently well before 
he even bothered to hear our side. In 
fact he seemed to go out of his way to 
be 
rude 
to 
Jack 
W illingham, 
spokesman for Hamlin s bill. 
Sen. Schwartz seemed to be of the 
opinion that the ideal hospital district 
was along county lines which thrilled 
the delegation from Fisher County to 
no end. Based on this line of reasoning 
I can only wonder why the need to 
ever create a hospital district. 
If a county-wide district is the 
perfect answer then why not just have 
a county hospital without creating 
another bureaucratic monster with 
taxing authority. 
It was my un­ 
derstanding 
that 
the 
purpose 
of 
hospital districts was to take care of 
problem^ such as ours where a city is 
a county-line city. 
While it is not always possible to 
create, it seems to me that the best 
hospital district would be the one that 
takes in only the area served. But as I 
say, 
this is not 
always possible 
because Legislatures in the past have 
created districts along county lines. 
Ideally, both Hamlin and Stamford 
would have liked to have I ‘en able to 
draw a circle around their area and 
ask for a district that included only 
people served by the hospitals. But in 
both cases it is too late because there 
is a district in Haskell and Stonew ll 
Counties. So we go south to make up 
for the land we lost to the north and 
this makes the people to the south 
unhappy. 
We try to go to the west and about 
all we can get out of Sen. Schwartz is 
that we have a problem. 
One other observation on the trip to 
Austin was that it is time to look 
around 
for 
a 
new 
County 
lax 
Assessor-Collector. When the present 
one becomes one of the leaders in the 
movement fighting all three hospital 
districts in the county and uses the 
prestige of that office in the fight, 
then I think it is time to replace him. 
I seemed to have been joined in this 
thought by a great many of the 
delegation in Austin supporting these 
districts. 
I have no argument with Louis T. 
Johnson opposing the Anson District 
where he lives, especially as an in­ 
dividual. But when he becomes one of 
the main spokesmen for the group 
opposing all three districts then I 
became upset. 
I just don’t like for an elected 
county official to be fighting against 
the right of the people of Hamlin 
forming a hospital district 
if they 
want one. 
One last observation from the trip 
to Austin is that Texas badly needs 
annual sessions for its Legislature. I

County were still waiting word 
from the Senate Public Health 
and W elfare Subcom m ittee 
which heard arguments for and 
against the various bills last 
Thursday in Austin. 
The bills, sponsored by Sen. 
Jack 
Hightower 
of 
Vernon, 
would create hospital districts 
in Anson, Hamlin and Fisher 
County and would expand the 
existing Stamford district 
The 
h earin g, 
originally 
scheduled for the Lt. Gover­ 
nor's Committee Room in the 
Capitol, 
was 
moved 
to 
the 
Senate floor because of the huge 
crowd. A sm all group of com ­ 
munity leaders from Stamford. 
Anson and Hamlin were on hand 
in support of their three bills, 
w hile 
those 
opposing 
the 
hospital districts were in Austin 
in large numbers. 
W ayne 
H arris 
of 
Rotan 
testified in favor of the Fisher 
County hospital 
district 
and 
argued against the Hamlin 
district that included a part of 
Fisher County. The F isher 
County bill was the first to come 
before the subcommittee and 
was followed by the Hamlin bill. 
Following testimony on these 
two 
bills 
the 
subcommittee 
heard 
argum ents 
for 
and 
against the Anson district and 
then the Stamford district. 
Harris told the subcommittee 
that the land in conflict between 
the two bills held a rich oil field 
and a major industry and “is 
important to the construction of 
a hospital district in Fisher 
County 
He said that without the land 
Hamlin was seeking for its 
district, there would not 
be 
enough funds for the Fisher 
district. 
Jack W illingham , Ham lin 
attorney, spoke for the Hamlin 
bill and against that part of the 
F isher 
County 
bill 
that 
overlapped the Hamlin area. He 
told the subcommittee that the 
loss of the land in Fisher County 
would 
not 
jeopardize 
the 
estab lish m en t 
of a 
F ish er 
County District. 
He said that if the Hamlin

The two lists were just 
released by Publishers Weekly, 
the leading journal of industry. 
“ Jonathan Livingston Seagull” 
is a modern parable about a 
seagull who aspires to greater 
living It has a smattering of 
posit ive thinking, a great deal of 
metaphysics, and a happy 
ending. 
“ The Living Bible” has all 
this 
And more. Publishers 
Weekly credits “ The Living 
Bible” with making the list 
from recorded Doubleday sales 
of 757,216 copies to the trade 
during the last four months of 
1972. 
That says nothing of the 
figures 
for the other eight 
months of the year 
Publishers Weekly reminds 
that the Bible is considered 
always the best seller” by the 
industry It seldom makes the 
best-seller 
list, 
says 
the 
magazine, because “ bookstores 
often neglect to report Bibles, 
cookbooks and other titles they 
consider staple stock.”

Directors of the West Texas

Wednesday to help celebrate 
the 20th anniversary of the non­ 
profit facility next August by 
dedicating a 
new 
quarter- 
m illion-dollar education and 
training addition made possible 
by gifts from generous West 
Texans. 
D i r e c t o r s 
a u t h o r i z e d 
Executive Director Shelley V. 
Smith to enter into a contract 
with Rose Construction Com­ 
pany of Abilene, which had 
submitted the low gross bid on 
the construction job. $213,350. 
The 9.075 square feet of new 
construction w ill include a 
classroom building with five 
rooms, a new occupational 
therapy wing, a 
hallway to 
connect the two new units to the 
present building, and additional 
restroom facilities. 
Smith said that there will be 
no 
form al 
groundbreaking 
ceremonies, so that the con­ 
tractors could 
begin 
work 
immediately, but said that he 
hopes construction can 
be 
completed 
by 
August 
15. 
“ That’s when we’re really going 


to celebrate,’’ he said. “ It ’ll be 
our 20th birthday and we can 
dedicate our new addition, show 
off the rest of the facility, and 
kickoff the Cattlemen’s Round- 
Up for Crippled Children, all at 
the same tim e.” 
The board president, Chief 
Ju s tic e Austin McCloud of 
Eastland’s lith Court of Civil 
Appeals, noted that the new 
addition will be worth more 
than 
$250,000 by the tim e 
equipment is purchased, and 
noted that it will push the value 
of the physical plant of the 
W TRC past the $1 million mark 
While the W TRC 
has the 
money in hand to construct the 
new wing, Judge 
McCloud 
reminded directors that they 
must still work to see that the 
charitable organization raises 
its half-million dollar budget 
this 
year. 
“ We 
don’t 
want 
people to think we have all the 
money we need,” Smith said. 
He added that the generosity of 
thousands of persons, plus a 
federal grant, has made the new 
wing a re a lity and noted, 
“ W e’ve never built a building 
that we didn’t have the money 


to pay for when we started.” 


Judge McCloud said that the 
W TRC will need $15,000 worth of 
equipment for the new building, 
plus a fence around the back of 
the property, and suggested to 
directors that some civic club 
might want to help in one of the 
projects.
